The sagging of the 
bridge under the load of corn was 
probably due to the nuts and wash­ 
ers on the ends of the horizontal 
tension rods, pulling partly through 
the rotten wood. Schmidt came on 
with his horses, the trusses gave 
way entirely and the bridge went 
down.” 
It is reported that at the time of 
the accident the board of supervisors 
were making arrangements for the 
replacement of the old bridge by a 
concrete structure.
